From the answers received a tabula- 
tion was made of the average earnluKS 
for the first ten years after Rraduatioii 
from men in many different iiaiis nf 
the country. The figures show that the 
average earnings range from t664 for 
the first year to $5000 for the tenth 
year, the eiirnlncs increasing al tin- 
rate of ;itM.iu ,$,'iOU a year, Thc-se fig- 
ures have been deduced from the 
tables of earnings by sections of the 
coimtry, by size nf cities, and by par- 
ticular cltle.s. Oil comparison nf N'ew 
Kngiand with all llie field uulslde of 
.N'ew l!:nglaiid.s, it is seen that the earn- 
ings in this section are less to begin 
with and less throughout. This Is per- 
haps caused by llie fact that .N'ew Kng- 
liind is more crowded with well-train- 
ed lawyers than any other part of tlic 
country, making the competition keen- 
er. In comparing the territory east of 
the .MIssi.sslppi with tha: west nf the 
Mississippi, it i- fniiiul thai Ihe ea.'U- 
ern section has the lower average, and 
doubtless for the same reason.
